The Germans are hammering away 
at the French lines in the Argonne 
region in the apparent hppe of break- 
ing through and reaching 
Verdun. 
They gained some ground there on 
June 30 and the latest French state- 
ment shows a further attempt to ad- 
vance 
through 
violent 
attacks. 
Asphjrxiating bombs and large hand 
bombs were used in one of the as- 
saults by the crown prince's army. 


The repulse of the German attacks 
on Le Pretre to the northwest 
of 
Morency and 
on the 
French 
road 
from Ablain to Angres where 
the 
grenadiers delivered the assault, is 
also reported. 


The latest statements from thi 
headquarters of the Teutonic allies 
indicate there has recently been des- 
perate 
fighting 
along 
the 
Austro- 
Italian front. 
The main effort of the 
Italians seems to be directed north- 
east of Monfalcone, in the Isonzo re- 
gion, and the invaders are admitted 
to have made slight advances. 
The 
series of assaults failed, however, the 
Austrians claim. 


The German submarine campaign 
is still vigorously 
prosecuted, five 
^^l^e^ British vessels having been toir 
^doed within the past twenty-four 
hours. 


SAY ALLIES ARE 


BANDEII CLOSELY 


Economic as Well as War 
Arrangement, Declares 
Dr. Reiser. 


Zurich, Switzerland, July 2.—At the 
ccnfercnce at Vienna of the industrial 
leaders of Germany and Austria to dis- 
cuss means for bringing about a closer 
economic union between the two coun- 
tries, Dr. Reiser, president of the Pansa 
Leagtie, pointed 
out 
that 
the allies' 
quadruple entente not only had entered 
into political treaties but had concluded 
a number of 
economic 
arrangements. 
One of the most important, he asserted, 
provides that none of them may con- 
clude a commercial treaty with Ger- 
many or Austria without the consent of 
the others. 


London, July 2.—Evidentiy bent upon 
a decisive victory against the Russians • 
the (Jermans are not yet sending troopis 
to the M-estern front, but assisted by 
their Austrian allies, are making evoiy 
effort to capture the Kussian Poland 
capital, Warsaw.

Washington, July 2.—President Wil- 
son's proclamation bespeaking 
national 
interest in the exposition to commem- 
orate fifty years achievements of the 
negro race which is to be opened at 
Richmond, Va., next week, was issued 
from the white house today. 
It is as 
follows: 


A national exposition in commemora- 
tion of the achievements of the negro 
race during the last 50 years will be 
held in Richmond, Va,, July 5 th to 25 th, 
1915. 
The occasion has been recog- 
nized as of national importance by con- 
gress through an appropriation of $55,- 
000 to aid in its promotion and con- 
summation. 
This sum is being expended 
by the terms of the appropriation under 
direction of the governor of Virginia. 
The exposition under the auspices of th» 
Negro Historical and Industrial asso- 
ciation. 
Tlie action of congress in this 
matter indicates very happily the de- 
sire of the nation as well as of the 
people of Virginia to encourage the ne- 
gro in his efforts to solve his industrial 
problem. 


"The national negro exposition is de- 
signed to demonstrate his progress in 
the last 50 years and to emphasize hia 
opportunities. 
As 
president 
of 
the 
United States I bespeak the active in 
terest of the nation in the exposition 
and trust that every facility will be ex- 
tended to the 
leaders 
whose 
earnest 
work has made the undertaking pos- 
sible." 


Discuss Many Plans Follow- 
ing Villa Demand for 
His Extradition. 


Washington, July 2.— Gen. Victoriano 
Huerta, former dictator and president 
of Mexico, whose defiance of President 
"Wilson led to the seizure of Vera Cruz 
by American marines and bluejackets, 
will not be permitted to enter Mexico 
from the United States at a time when 
his presence would be a further menace 
to the plans of this government to re- 
store peace if the federal government 
can prevent it. 


Determination to keep Huerta from 
crossing the southern border of the Uni- 
ted States and thus complicating the 
present Mexican situation with a new 
revolution 
reached 
the 
point 
today 
where four different ways of detaining 
the former Mexican chieftain were under 
consideration by various departments of 
the United States government. 


Secretary Lansing in referring to the 
receipt of a formal request for the ex- 
tradition of Huerta from the military 
authorities of the state of Chihuahua 
intimated that the federal government 
could, if it chose, withdraw its present 
charges of violating American neutrality 
laws and surrender Huerta to the Villa 
commander at Juarez. 


May Deport Him. 


Secretary "Wilson, of the department 
of labor, has under consideration a plan 
for deporting Huerta to Spain, under 
the immigration laws covering the re- 
turn of undesirable aliens. 


Gen. Funston, of the department of 
Texas, has orders to use the military 
forces at his disposal to prevent Huerta 
from crossing the line while at liberty 
on bail.

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VESSELS SENT 


Tremendously Renewed Activity Indicat- 
ed in Submarine Campaign by 
German Navy 


Five more British vessels, three of 
them steamers of considerable size, have 
fallen victima 
to 
German, 
submarine 
•warfare. 
Evidences of the prosecution 
of this warfare on a large scale have 
recently come to hand with frequency. 
Accounts of lives lost in the attacks by 
the undersea boats, however, have been 
lacking in most instances. 
The case of 
the Armenian, now widely under dis- 
cussion, being a conspicuous exception, 
•with the stories of her officers and crew 
indicating that 
the 
casualties 
among 
them were inflicted while the steamer 
was in 
flight 
after 
having been sig- 
nalled to halt. 


The craft in the latest group of tor- 
pedoing exploits were the British steam- 
ers Jnglemoor, Caucasian and Welbury, 
t i e schooner L. C. Tower and a bark. 
The crews of all were saved. 


Tn the fighting in the east there is no 
Indication, even in the Russian official 
statements, that there is any halt in 
the sweep of the Teutonic armies north- 
ward and eastward from Lemberg. Fur- 
thCT south, however, the troops of the 
Grand Duke Nicholas have made what 
looks like a determined stand along the 
line of the Gnila Ripa river. 


Austro-German accounts tell of victo- 
ries even in that sector of the curving 
eastern front, but the Russians 
deny 
the reverses there were serious, declar- 
ing desperate attacks 
Avere 
repulsed 
•with grat losses to the Teutonic forces. 


Gterman observers believe the Ruasitins 
are preparing to abandon Galicia, and 
attribute the desperate 
fighting 
north 
of Halicz to a desire to give time for 
the preparation of a strong defen.sive 
position beyond 
the 
border.

from. neutral sources declare that the 
Russians have

Immediate Beceipts Expect- 
ed to Lower Treasury- 
Deficit. 


Washington, July 2.—The second bi»i- 
ness year of the present administration 
which closed with June sno^ved a deficit 
of $35,864,381, compared with a surplus 
for the year ending June 30, 1914, of 
$34,418,677. 


Official explanations will not be issued 
until the figures for the year are anal- 
yzed by Secretary McAdoo, but on the 
face of the records it is apparent that 
receipts were much smaller, an enormous 
reduction in customs revenues resulting 
from the war, while disbursements were 
much greater. 


Notwithstanding the 
deficit on 
the 
year's business, the treasury now has 
an actual net balance of 
$82,025,716. 
With such a balance on hand, and every 
prospect that it will be increased possi- 
bly by $10,000,000 in the next ten days, 
it is evident there will be no issue of 
Panama canal or other government bonds 
to 
replenish 
the 
surplus 
for 
many 
months to come, if at all. 


Customs receipts for the last 
fiscal 
year amounted to $209,208,107, about 
$11,000,000 vmder the estimates made 
by Secretary McAdoo several months 
after the war began, and $82,000,000 
below the amount received from this 
source in 1914. With the end of the war 
apparently remote, it is 
well 
known 
that many treasury officials are con- 
vinced that it will be necessary for con- 
gress to restore the old duty on sugar 
at the next session. Sugar becomes free 
next year, whereas in the days when it 
paid duty it brought In about $60,000,- 
000 a year. 


The income tax proved the big pro- 
ducer during the past twelve months. 
Total receipts up to the close of busi- 
ness last ni^ht 
were 
$79,828,675, of 
which $36,303,525 income on June 30. 
This is more than $8,500,000 above the 
total received from the tax last year, 
and there remain ten days of grace in 
which it may lawfully be*paid. 


Officials are confident that during this 
period there will be received in income 
tax payments at least $0,000,000, which 
would bring the total $5,000,000 above 
the amount estimated.

the 
senate. 
In the house it was reported 
favorably and advanced to second read- 
ing where it died in the closing days of 
the session without coming to a vote. 


Proponents of the measure have indi- 
cated, however, that while circumstances 
gave them no hope of success in 
the 
Í9I.5 legislature the bill would be re- 
introduced in 1917 and that, meanwhile 
its provisions would be used as cam- 
paign material elsewhere. 
Opponents of 
the proposal assert that the sole object 
of the liquor interests in introducing the 
bill ia to provide a "club to hold over 
towns and cities."' They point out that 
should the measure become law, com- 
munities voting "dry" would not only 
lose revenue, but be mulcted of the co.st 
of the saloons in solid cash. 
The anti- 
saloon people also said that they saw 
in the bill chances for illegitimate pri- 
vate gain in that saloonists who viflion- 
ed the 'handwriting on the wall" could 
lay in large stocks of liquor previous to 
elections, lose little or nothing if 
the 
vote resulted in their favor, but gain 
a considerable cash sum if the anti-sa- 
loon forces won. 
The bill provided that 
the saloonkeepers should receive a re- 
fimd of the exact price paid to 
the 
wholesaler for his stock and fixtures. 


The history of the biii m the house 
began late in the session. 
There were 
two committees dealing 
with 
saloon 
qr.eBtions, one called the "tcmperance 
committee," being composed 
of 
drys, 
and the other, denominated the "liber- 
áis committee" being composed of wets. 
It was to this latter committee that the 
bill was referred. A ptiblic hearing was 
announced on the 
bill and 
a special 
train load of liquor dealers and manu- 
facturers came to Springfield from Chi- 
cago and other parts of the state. Levy 
Mayer, a Cliicago attorney, was 
an- 
noimced as the spokesman for the al- 
lied liquor organizations and delivered 
an argument in favor of the bill. No 
opponents of the measure were heard. 


Hr. Mayer ar^ed that the supreme 
court of the United States had recog- 
nized the saloon as a legitimate business 
enterprise. He «aid that it necessarily 
followed that the Mloonkeeper was en* 
titled to recompense if hit buiiiieas were 
aboliihed by law.

O h i o ' s Governmental Experiments. 


Some innovations in governmental affairs put into practice by 
^hio when it revised its state constitution a couple of years ago are 
^Tist now supplying opportunity for interesting study by those who, 
^perhaps doubtingly, are watcliing to see how they will "work." 
'(The work of the Ohio constitutional convention was denounced in 
'some quarters as the product of faddists-and extremists and was se- 
fverely frowned upon by those who see sacrilege in any departure, 
'from the staid governmental notions of a centui-y. 


One of the things which rose as a nightmare to confront the 
ultra-conservatives was the application of civil service to state 
county and city offices, yet reports for the most part indicate that 
with some of the rough edges worn off by use, the civil service idea is 
working admirably. E^ich elective officer is permitted by the law to 
name two deputies or clerks and one stenographer for his office. All 
other deputies, assistants, clerks and other employes must be named 
from an eligible list under civil service rules. The state civil service 
commission has charge of civil service in state and county offices, 
but each city has its own civil service commission for municipal of- 
fices. 


The city manager form of municipal government is another de- 
parture that is working with^exceptional promise in five of the larger 
cities—Dayton most notably—^in which it has been adopted. The 
people elect a city council. 
This council employs a city manager, 
and che city manager selects all heads of departments in the city 
gov^ment. 
Employes below the heads of departments are select- 
ed from an eligible list under civil service. The city manager and 
all heads of departments are engaged for indefinite terms. The city 
council has no further function except legislative. 
It makes all 
appropriations, and thus holds the purse string of the city, but it 
has nothing to do with the conduct of the city's affairs. That is up 
to the manager. 


From all indications, the rest of the country may leam some- 
thidg of value in the way of good government by keeping an eye on 
Ohio.

INDIANA'S NATIONAL 
GUARD. 


Laporte, St. Joseph, Starke and Marshall counties have before 
'ihe;n a proposal for the construction of a big drainage ditch that will 
cost half a million dollars and will reclaim a large portion of the 
Kankakee marsh country. A project like that is calculated to bring 
I,back to other localities some recollections that in their inception were 
rather painful, but which time and general result have softened and 
Bnbdixed completely. Allen county land-owners are today enjoying 
^ch returns from hundreds of fertile acres of former boggy waste, 
reclaimed by drainage after bitter fights. There were, perhaps, some 
inequalitieB, too, in the heavy burden of expense, but even those who 
'^opposed it are now disposed to the view that the drainage enterprise 
was worth all it cost. Future generations will doubtless see the day 
when there is scarcely an unfruitful acre of land within the confines 
!0f the state. 


Down in Rhode Island, also, .they are cleaning up on the crook- 
ed election workers, and some scores of hitherto supposedly excel' 
lept citizens are under arrest charged with fraud of various sort in 
connection with thie voting. One practice appears to have been the 
issuing of little brass checks, redeemable at $5 each after the re- 
cipient had given satisfactory evidence of having voted "right." To 
those most intimately connected with the game as it was played in 
Terre Haute, a figure so high as $5 each must seem like a shameless 
waste of perfectly good money. Evidence showed that they bought 
them in Indiana a great deal cheaper than that. 


Efforts to secure the 1915 state apple show for the northern part 
of the state were strenuously opposed by growers from southern In- 
diana, and horticulturists in the nortem section simply couldn't con- 
sider a show held in the extreme south. Very naturally they have 
compromised by selecting Indianapolis for the exposition once more. 
"Which again illustrates the fact that when two men or two sections 
get into a healthy wrangle, some third party usually takes down 
whatever profit there may have been as a bone of contention.

service." 
The colonel continued: 
"He 
couldn't command his own company. His 
company went all to pierces. 
He came 
into the office of the adjutant-general 
with the express purpose of getting even 
with a lot of people. 
He is now an 
autocrat." 


Certain it is tliat under the Bridges 
management the guard has lost much of 
its eiTicicncy. For this result the men at 
the head of it. including, of course, the 
governor, must be held responsible. Very 
properly the Spanish-American veterans 
protest against the methods which have 
worked such liarm. A few years ago the 
Indiana national guard stood high, win- 
ning the praise of regular array officers. 
That it was ably officered is a matter of 
common knowledge. Of late years it has 
made such a poor showing at inspection 
that regular army officers have 
felt 
obliged to advise the discontinuance of 
the allowance made by the federal gov- 
ernment to all state troops that meas- 
ure up to the prescribed standard. The 
question is one of restoring the organi- 
zation to its old state of efficiency. We 
should think that the work ought to 
interest Governor Ralston, who is com- 
mander-in-chief, and eo, ultimately re- 
sponsible. 
Of course politics ought to 
have no place in the administration of 
the guard.

They will not take their losses without 
some attempt to save them. 
The way 
is through regulation—the thing which 
railway corporations fought for years, 
but which they now accept as a mag- 
nificent instrument for putting

competitors out of business. 
Legisla- 
tors will be boomed or opposed as they 
favor regulation. 
The next candidate 
for governor will be measured by the 
companies in accordance Avith their faith 
or doubt in his 
willingness 
to 
sign 
measures regulating the jitneys.

Tension over tlic destruction of the 
British steamer Armenian with the loss 
of a number of American iives was con- 
siderably relaxed today following the re- 
ceipt of unofficial advices telling of the 
apparent refusal of the ship's command- 
er to heed the warning of the (German 
submarine to stop. 
This phase of the 
matter overshadowed in the official view 
all other questions involved in the de- 
struction of the Armenian. 
If official 
reports should bear out news dispatches 
concerning attempts of the Armenian to 
escape, it was said no complaint would 
be added to the issues pending between 
the United States and Germany. 
Of- 
ficials hold that if the Armenian sought 
to evade capture the sinking of the ship 
was justified 
under international 
law, 
even though 
non-combatants were 
on 
board. 
Precedents are cited in support 
of this contention. 


Detailed information of the destruc- 
tion of the Armenian still was awaited 
today. 
Until such data is available the 
position of the United States will not 
be announced.

to Flood Prevention i 


Among a large number 
of 
people 
there has been a misunderstanding ia 
reference to the manner in which tax 
payers will be required to pay for the 
llood prevention work when it has been 
completed. An impression has gone out 
that 
the 
assessments 
levied 
against 
properties will be included in the spring 
and fall taxes the same year the work 
is completed and the full amount will 
have to be paid, in addition to the usual 
taxes, in the two installments. 
This 
does not correctly state the law. 
The 
law provides that the assessments for 
flood prevention work may be paid in 
installments covering ten years if de- 
sired, or they can be paid at one time. 
In other words parties can pay for flood 
prevention improvement 
in 
the same 
manner in which 
they 
pay for street 
paving. Under that system there is no 
person residing within the flood preven- 
tion district, however large his property 
holdings-may be or its proximity to the 
rivers, but who can pay the sriiall as- 
sessment without scarcely noticing it. 
This is another evidence that the law 
under which it is hoped to solve the 
flood problem in Fort Wayne and Allen 
county amply safeguards every right of 
the citizens. 


Property that will be taxable for this 
improvement covers such a vast area 
that the cost to any one individual will 
be very small. 
While the cost will he 
almost negligible, the benefits to be de- 
rived are almost beyond expression. All

Cherries at last! 
Yes, Mrs. Housekeeper, here they are 
from 
California and New Jersey and 
Florida—at last! 
A little late because 
the good old summer time has been run- 
ning behind its flchedule but never were 
cherries bett<^r in flavor and in size than 
^ e j are this »«"ason. 


There are many Avays of using clier- 
ries, but I know of no better way to 
serve them to the family than in a rich 
pie crust. 
This is my favorite cherry 
pie recipe.

Cherry Pie. 


Wash and stone enough cherries to 
make two cnpfuls of cherries, put into 
bowl to keep all the juice; mix one and 
a half cupfuls of sugar with one salt- 
spoon of salt and one and a half tea- 
spoonfuls of corn starch. 
Line a pie 
tin with rich pie crust and just when 
ready to bake mix the cherries and the 
sugar mixture and turn into the crust, 
dot the top of cherries with bits of but- 
ter—an even teaspoonful. 
Cover with 
top crust wetting edges of bottom crust 
before adding top one, pinch edges to- 
gether and bake in a very quick oven 
twenty minutes. 


After taking from oven sprinkle top 
crust with pulverized augar and serve 
the pie while warm. 


To make the pie erUst put three cups 
of'flour and ofte cup of shortenin|r, half 
iutter and half lard, add one even tea- 
spoonful Of salt and chop all together 
until it looks like coarse crumbs, make 
•«11 in center of crumbs and add One- 
bflf cup of cold water, fold aU to- 
gether. 
' 
If all erumbi do not mix lue then on 


the board as flour while rolling out the 
crust. Divido the dough into three parts 
using each for one 
crust. 
Roll 
the 
crust thin and put the pie into hot oven 
as soon as made. 


Cherry Recipes. 
Here are more ways to use cherries, 
and this "Roly poly" is especially good. 


Sift two cups of flour with one even 
teaspoonful of salt and three level tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder; add one 
tablespoon of butter and cut with knife 
till butter is mixed, add two-thirds cup 
of milk and beat for 
three 
minutes. 
I'urn out on board, pat out to one-half 
inch in thickness and spreail with layer 
of stoned cherries; dredge with a little 
flour and sugar; roll up and pinch all 
edges together; Avrap in pudding cloth 
and steam for one hour. 


Serve with cherry sauce made from 
one cup of cherry juice, one cup of sugar, 
tablespoon fill of butter, pinch of salt 
and one tablespoonful of corn 
starch 
that has been blended in a little cold 
water; put all in double boiler and cook 
fifteen minutes. 
Stir constantly for 
first five minutes to avoid lumps. Serve 
warm. 


Cherry Cocktail, 
Stone ripe cherries, drain and set on 
ice. 
To each tablespoonful of cherries 
add one tablespoonful of fresh pineap- 
ple, cut in small pieces; add one table- 
spoonful of sugar, fill glasses and pour 
over the juice that is drained from the 
cherries. 
Serve ice cold. 


Cherry Salad. 
^ Stone large, ripe cherries and as tho 
stones^ are removed fill space with fil- 
bert, or pecan meat. 
Set on ice; whefi 
ready to serve add one-half as mu«h 
diced celery as eherries ai^ aerve vitb 
Frewth dreaaiiur.

London, England, June 15.—Next to 
the wonder of France in this war is the 
wonder of Germany—next, but with an 
interval and in a different way. 


France offers the spectacle of a nation 
spiritually exalted by an ideal and ris- 
ing to amazing heroism and 
sacrifice. 
Germany is a spectacle of scientific pre- 
cision and astute preparation. 


The greatest thing in each country is 
the people. 
Germany's 
prevision 
de- 
serves all the marveling awe it has 
aroused, but what do you suppose it all 
would amount to if Germany's men in 
the trenches were not physically fit for 
the huge labors and incalculable strain 
put upon them? 


That is the point. Germany has done 
all these wonderful things because, first, 
a generation of her best minds has been 
engaged in studious planning for them; 
and because, second, her nine million 
fighting men have been reared in suf- 
ficiency and the environments of health. 


We have, then, for the final and great- 
est lesson of this war, the perfect, un- 
answerable test of two 
systems 
of 
thought and government policy. 


The Test of Two Systems. 


England has stood for one idea in 
government and Germany for another. 
England has been the world's conspicu 
ous exponent of individualism. Germany 
has stood for the theory that the in- 
terests of the state transcend any indi- 
vidual's ways and manners whenever the 
welfare or the interests of the state so 
demand. 


In England the controlling idea has 
been every man for himself; in Ger- 
many it has been every man for the 
state, or something to that effect. 


So now we can see exactly how the 
two opposing theories work out in prac- 
tice. 


Contrast some of the absolute facts 
about the two nations without regard 
to the causes of the facts, whatever 
these may have been. 


In England ten months of war have 
passed without the forming of an ade- 
quate army nor anything like it. 


Tn Germany an army of overwhelming 
Btrength was under arms and moving to 
the frontiers three hours after the or- 
der for mobilization. 


Tn England thousands of recruits slept 
in parks or in the streets and were fed 
by private charity or not at all. 


In Germany every man wag from the 
first moment properly clad, adequately 
fed and comfortably housed. 


In England an appalling percentage of 
those that offered themselves for enlist- 
ment was rejected because of physical 
defects, and another appalling percen- 
tage was accepted that should have been 
rejected. 


In Germany the physical defectives 
among those summoned to the colors av- 
eraged less than 5 per cent. 


InevitMe, Pitiless Results. 


In England the physically able that 
went to the front were of the prosper- 
ous and well-to-do classes. Of the rest, 
men came from the slums of manufac- 
turing towns, Avhere for two genera- 
tions the working populations had lived 
'in dark, unsanitary and dismal dwell- 
ings, their bellies filled with unnutrl- 
tious food and their lungs with poison- 
on.s air. 
Of these conditions the inevi- 
table and pitiless results appeared in 
the dull eyes, stunted forms and list- 
less bearing of the recruits. 


In Germany the perfect physical con- 
dition of the troops excited the admira- 
tion of every person that saw anything 
of the mobilization. 
These men, obvi- 
ously, came not from slums, but from 
wholesome conditions of life. 


After ten months of war th© armies 
of England have scarcely an • achieve- 
ment worth speaking of, but many de- 
feats. 
So far as the allies are 
con- 
cerned the eleventh month 
finds 
the 
brunt of the fighting still falling upon 
France. 
The French still hold a battle 
line 543 miles long, while the English 
have but 31. 


The Germans began at once to win 
victories and have continued to win 
them ever since, except on the French 
front. 
The physical performances and 
physical endurance of the German army 
have never been equalled in the history 
of war. The men seemed to be endowed 
with superhuman strength. Today, with 
an overwhelming strength of numbers 
against Germany, its armies go on out« 
ting to pieces the greater armies of 
Russia.

lation nor argument nor assertion. Here 
is most absolute fact. 
No doubt the 
fine spun theory is a beautiful thing. 
So is a cobweb. 
But neither amounts 
to a rap here. 
Two principles of gov- 
ernment have been brought to the test, 
individualism and the idea of universal • 
physical well being to be secured by 
the state. 


If Germany had had as much of po- 
litical democracy as she has had of in- 
dustrial wisdom she would have been 
unconquerable by the world. 


For what is the origin and cause of 
this tremendous physical power that ha> 
been shown by these people? 


In England it has been a government 
by and for the fortunate and these are 
the results. 
The masses of the people 
have been allowed to shift for 
them- 
selves. God made them poor and made 
us of the better classes rich, and shall 
we interfere with the wisdom of God? 


What National Care Means. 


But in Germany, thirty-five years ago 
the ruling class, determined to make 
Germany greater in every way, perceiv- 
ed that the strength of the 
country 
would be in exact proportion to the 
physical well being of its workers, who 
constituted the vast majority 
of 
its 
population and would furnish its armies 
in the wars that were to come. 


Tlierefore, the rulers set forth upon 
a deliberate policy to 
abolish 
insuffi- 
ciency among its workers, so far as it 
could be abolished under the existing 
commercial system, and to secure the 
best obtainable conditions of life for 
them and their children. 


To that end the government insti- 
tuted: 


Old age pensions. 
Ample 
compensation 
for 
injured 
workingmen and their families. 


Insurance against invalidity. 
Free employment bureaus. 
Sanitary dwellings for workingmen. 
Carefiil supervision 
of 
t h e " public 
health in all its details. 


Education 
and 
thorough 
physical 
training for children. 


State enterprises to prevent private 
monopoly and keep down the cost of 
living. 


Extensive schemes for healthful pub- 
lic amusements and recreation. 


The shadow of the fear of penury and 
want was lifted from the lives of the 
German workers. 
The curse and blight 
of the slum came not near them. 
Put 
now side by side in yoin- mind the fear- 
ful purlieus of an English manufactur- 
ing town and the clean, light, airy, sani- 
tary workingmen's dwellings in Berlin. 
What should come from the 
one but 
weakness and disease and 
from 
the 
other but healt.?i ? 


In Germany was a government plan- 
ning always to build up the physical 
stamina of the nation, and here are the 
results. 


We can very easily say 
that these 
things were done for the ends of mili- 
tarism. 
What difference dopg it make 
now what they were done for? 
They 
were done, and do but look at the men 
that go forth to do Germany's battles. 


In Germany the government was not 
obliged to take over at a ruinous cost 
the railroads of the nation that it might 
have highwaj's on which to move the na- 
tion's troops. 
It already owned 
the 
railroads and had its war plans ready 
for them. 
The instant the war clock 
struck those plans went into effect and 
a thousand trains were bearing the sol- 
diers to the front. 


All the time that the pri\'atelv owned 
railroads of England were increasing 
their capital account, thereby increas- 
ing to the community the charges for 
transportation, thereby increasing 
the 
cost of living to the workers and there- 
by lowering the workers' standards of 
existence and strength, the government- 
owned railroads of Germany were de- 


creasing their capital account and de 
creasing the transportation charges. 


All the time unrestricted greed 
ant 
individualism were 
preying upon th« 
workers of England, the government oi 
Germany was trying to protect the Ger- 
man workers from poverty and its rft 
suits. 
• And that is why Germany can fac« 
such tremendous numerical odds; that 
is why on these streets of Berlin today 
the crowds go imdismayed and unaffect- 
ed no matter how much the enemies oi 
Germany may be augmented.

Millions in Loss by Hessian 
Fly, Says Department 
of Agriculture. 


Washington, July 2.—The Hessian fly 
inflicting immense 
damage to th 
wheat crop throughout an area extend- 
ing from northeastern 
Oklahoma and 
northern 
Arkansas northward 
through 
Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska and south- 
em Iowa, and eastward including prin- 
cipally Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania. 
In a circular issued today by 
the department of aericulture the pre- 
diction is made that the fly will cause 
a loss of millions of bushels. 
Officials 
charge the fly with responsibility 10» 
decreased condition reports from those 
states. 


The department states in the circu- 
lar that nothing can be done now to 
lessen the damage to the present crop, 
but warns farmers to sew new wheat 
in August in order to save next year's 
crop from being attacked.

buried in a hostile committee in the 
senate. In the house it was reported 
favorably and advanced to second read- 
ing where it died in the closing days of 
the session .without coming to a vote. 


Proponents of the measure have indi- 


cated, however, that while circumstances 
gave them no hope of success in

Ifllf) legislature the bill would be re- 
introduced in 1017 and that meanwhile 
its provisions would be used aa cam- 
paign material elsewhere. Opponents of 
the proposal assert that the sole object 
of the liquor interests in introducing the 
bill is to provide a "club to hold over 
towns and cities." They point out that 
should the measure become law, com- 
munities voting "dry" would not only 
lose revenue, but bo mulcted of the cost 
of the saloons in solid cash. The anti- 
saloon people also said that they saw 
in the bill chances for illegitimate pri- 
vate gain in that saloonists who vision- 
cd the 'handwriting on the wall" could 
lay in large storks of liquor previous to 
elections, lose little or nothing if 
the 


vote resulted in their favor, but gain 
a considerable cash sum if the anti-sa- 
loon forces won. The bill provided that 
the saloonkeepers should receive a re- 
fund of the exact price paid to 
the 


wholesaler for his stock and fixtures. 


The history of the bill m the house 


began late in tho session. 
There were 


two committees dealing 
with 
saloon 


questions, one called the "temperance 
committee," being composed 
of 
drys, 


and the other, denominated the "liber- 
als committee" being composed of wets. 
It was to this Utter committee that, the 
bill was referred. A public hearing was 
announced on the

a special 


train load of liquor dealers and manu- 
facturers came to Springfield from Clii- 
cago and other parts of the state. Levy 
Mayer, a Chicago attorney, was 
an- 


nounced as the spokesman for the al- 
lied liquor organizations and delivered 
an argument in favor of the bill. No 
opponents of the measure were heard. 


Mr. Mayer argued that the supreme 


court of the United States had recog- 
nized the saloon ao a legitimate business 
enterprise, tie said that it necessarily 
followed that, the saloonkeeper was en- 
titled to recompense if his business were 
abolished by law. He pointed out, thai

to Flood Prevention ::

Among a large number of people 


there has been a misunderstanding in 
reference to the manner in which tax 
payers will be required to pay for the 
ilood prevention work when it has bee" 
completed. An impression has gone out 
that the assessments levied 
against 


properties will be included in the spring 
and fall taxes the same year the work 
is completed and the full amount will 
have to be paid, in addition to the usual 
taxes, in the two installments. 
This 


does not correctly state the law. The 
law provides that the assessments for 
flood prevention work may be paid in 
installments covering ten years If de- 
sired, or they can be paid at one time. 
In other words parties can pay for flood 
prevention improvement 
in the same 


manner in which they pay for street 
paving. Under that system there is no 
person residing within the flood preven- 
tion district, however large his property 
holdings may be or its proximity to the 
rivers, but who can pay the small as- 
sessment without scarcely noticing it. 
This is another evidence that the law 
under which it is hoped to solve the 
flood problem in Fort Wayne and Allen 
county amply safeguards «very right of 
the citizens. 


Property that will be taxable for this 


improvement covers such a vast area 
that the cost to any one individual will 
he very small. While the oo»t will be 
almost negligible, the benefits to be de- 
rived are almost beyond expression. All 
free holders should sign the petition 
without delnv. It mcnms much to them.

Millions in Loss by Hessian

Washington, July 2—The Hessian fly 


is inflicting immense damage to 
tho 


wheat crop throughout an area extend- 
ing from northeastern Oklahoma ami 
northern Arkansas northward through 
Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska and south- 
ern Iowa, and eastward including prin- 
cipally Illinois, Indiana, Ohio anil Penn- 
sylvania. In a circular issued today by 
the department of agriculture the pre- 
diction is made that the fiy will cause 
a loss of millions of bushels. 
Officials 


charge the fly with responsibility TOI 
decreased condition reports from those 
states. 
. 
The department states in the circu- 


lar that nothing can be done now to 
lessen the damage to the present crop, 
but, warns farmers to sew new wheat 
in August in order to save next year's 
crop from being attacked.

cumference three and one-naif feet from 
the ground, Th« tree was as straight 
as a shaft, and many feet to the first 
limli. 


This forest has received much care at 


the hands of Mr. Griffith, who is eighty- 
three years old. He also has five acres 
of walnut trees of his own planting that 
arc large enough to need little attention.
